What is BJA? 

"Baptist Jubilee Advance” is a five-year 
cooperative program of evangelism in which 
seven Baptist bodies in the United States 
and Canada are taking part. 

When does the "Second Year" begin? 


The BJA--Second Year program commences 


with the American Baptist Convention ses- 
sions in Rochester and continues for one 
year. 


Where will the BJA--Second Year program take 
place? 


Whereas the first year program of the 
Baptist Jubilee Advance was conducted mainly 
on the campuses of our schools and colleges, 
the second year is planned specifically for 
the local church, This is the year of "Mis- 
sion in the Local Church." 


What do we propose to do in the BJA--Second 
Year? 


Hoping for renewal of the church as an 
imperative to evangelism, we propose to: 

1. Come to grips with the Bible. 

2. Study the nature of the church, 

3. Deepen the Christian disciplines. 

4, Experience face-to-face Christian 
fellowship. 

5. Discover the relevance of being a 
Baptist today. 

6. Train for church membership and 
leadership. 

7. Share the Christian faith with the 
unchurched, 


Who does the work involved in BJA? 


Every member of your church, under the 
guidance of a special BJA--Second Year Com- 
mittee. 


What helps will be given your church? 


1. A carefully prepared and detailed pro- 
gram for your BJA--Second Year Committee. 

2. An abundance of resources, including a 
complete workbook, effective brochures, new 
materials for Bible study and training, will 
help your workers at every step of the pro- 


gram. 
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3. Quarterly training sessions to encour- 
age and train your BdA--Second Year comnit- 
tee. 

4. City, state, and national directors of 
Christian education and of evangelism will 
place their services at the disposal of the 
churches, 


Can the BJA--Second Year program be utilized 
in small churches? 


It can benefit any church, whether small 
or large. 


What will it require of the church? 


Prayer and concentrated effort in the 
spirit of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. 


What will it cost the church? 


The budget cost of $1.00 per resident 
member will provide all the resources needed 
for this program in the average church. This 
expenditure will more than be repaid by the 
increased concern and attendance of church 
members. 


The renewal of the church can come only 

through the effort of God, but we can 

expect and prepare for an outpouring of 
his Holy Spirit. 


FOUR IMMEDIATE STEPS 


1. Interpret the Baptist Jubilee Advance-- 
Second Year to every member in your church, 
especially to the Board or Committee on 
Christian Education, the Committee on Evan- 
gelism, and the Board of Deacons, 


2. Form a BJA=--Second Year Committee by 
adding these four people to your Board or 
Committee on Christian Education: Chairman 
of Spiritual Life (woman's society) ,Chairman 
of Growth (men's fellowship), Chairman of 
Christian Faith (BYF), and Chairman of 
Evangelism. 


3. Arrange for every member of the BJA-- 
Second Year Committee to attend the first 
Association Training Conference scheduled in 
May or June, 1960. 


4. Practice the presence of God with re- 
gularity. Seek his counsel and help for the 
task ahead.

The purpose of the Day is to unite all 
Christians in a bond of prayer, to pray for 
all the peoples of the world, and to make an 
offering for Christian missions at home and 
abroad, 


The children's service was written by a com- 
mittee of children's workers in the Division 
of Christian Education of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. The service may be used in 
Sunday schools, weekday released time clas- 
ses, Scout and Camp Fire groups, or in @ un- 
ion service for children, planned by the 
World Day of Prayer committee. In some com- 
munities the children conduct their service 
and invite the women to attend. In others, 
a choir of children from all the churches 
sing. To acquaint children with mission 
projects and to advertise the Day, a poster 
contest may be held in the school art clas- 
ses or in the Sunday schools, and the best 
posters used on church bulletins. The offer- 
ing is used to publish "Bible Stories and 
Pictures for Children Everywhere."

The coming of Spring witnesses many Associ- 
ation meetings. Here is an opportunity for 
Association Chairmen to arrange for a meet- 
ing of all local church chairmen and other 
Workers with Youth. Possibly, the Associa- 
tion Meeting Schedule calls for a time when 
youth workers can confer. If not, opportun- 
ity might well be provided for youth workers 
to have a meal together. We are strengthened 
by one anothers witness, experience and fel- 
lowship (see Association Handbook Goal 3 and 
Local Church Handbook Goal 4).

TOHOKU CAMPSITE PURCHASED 


The Rev. Ted Livingston, American Baptist 
Missionary in Japan, reports that the Tohoku 
Campsite has been purchased, and that plans 
are now underway for the development of the 
camping area. Small groups of Japanese 
youth will participate in work projects 
there in the summer of 1960. 


This progress report illustrates the great 
faith Japanese Baptists have in American 
Baptist youth. Even with the purchase of 
the property and plans for its development, 
the real green light to develop the area as 
needed is not possible without the assur- 
ance of the $40,000 pledged by the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship. Early reports of con- 
tributions are encouraging. Every effort of 
JUDSON JOURNAL readers toward the raising of 
the $40,000 will enhance Christian camping 
experiences for more Japanese youth.

DESIGN FOR A CHRISTIAN FAMILY 
LIFE CLINIC 
for 


In response to periodic requests 


guidance in structuring a week-end Family 
Life Clinic the following design has been 
developed. Obviously, those who plan such a 


program will find it necessary to adapt this 
pattern to local needs and interests: 


(Friday Evening) 
DEVOTIONAL PERIOD (15 minutes) 


Make use of a "Family Worship" pattern at 
this time. 


STATEMENT OF PURPOSE (5 minutes) 


(Our objectives... What we plan to do... 
What we hope to achieve) 


Suggestion: Record the foregoing state- 
ments on newsprint and place them in a pro- 
minent position at the front of the meeting 
room so that they will be visible throughout 
the clinic. 


ADDRESS: "Christian Family Life Education - 
An Imperative" (30 minutes) 


Invite a competent guest leader to stress 
the importance of family life education, its 
significance in the life of the church, and 
the imperative necessity of providing pa- 
rents with more counsel and opportunities 
for enrichment. 


SMALL GROUP DISCUSSIONS (10 minutes) 


Divide into smaller groups to discuss the 
question "What Do You Regard As the 'Number 
One' Problem in Family Life Today?" 


PLENARY SESSION (20 minutes) 


Have each discussion group share the 
ideas which emerged during its session... 
Record these ideas on newsprint and fasten 
them to the wall in a prominent place... 
Discuss the most salient ideas and ways in 
which Christian families can be more effec- 
tive in dealing with such problems. 


INFORMAL FELLOWSHIP (30 minutes) 
Refreshments and Informal Conversation. 
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(Saturday Morning) 
DEVOTIONAL PERIOD (15 minutes) 


Make use of a "Family Worship" pattern at 
this time. 


FORUM PRESENTATION: 
Through the Local Church" 


"Serving the Family 
(30 minutes ) 


Invite a guest leader who is qualified to 
identify the needs of families at each stage 
in the "family life cycle," indicating basic 
procedures and programs that might be em- 
ployed in ministering to families in each of 
these areas of experience. 


SMALL GROUP DISCUSSIONS (10 minutes) 


Ask each group to discuss the question 
"What Can My Church Do To Develop a Program 
That Will Meet the Changing Needs of Fa- 
milies?"

This is 
found on pages 19 and 20 of the local church 
handbook. This agenda will help the church 
to get a picture of the things that the com- 
mittee should be doing during the remainder 
of the year which ends August 31, 1960. 


2. Urge local Chairmen of Leadership Educa- 
tion to participate actively in their 
church's School of Evangelism. This is Goal 
V in the local church handbook. 


3. Try to secure 100 per cent attendance of 
local chairmen at the first training confer- 
ence for local church BJA--Second Year Com- 
mittees which will be conducted in your as- 
sociation in late spring. You may need to 
help publicize this conference. The purpose 
of the conference is to interpret the Bap- 
tist Jubilee Advance--Second Year program and 
to provide guidance on the first two empha- 


ses of the Advance. Emphasis I is "A call 
to Bible study, reading, and prayer in home 
and church" and Emphasis II is "Study and 


appraisal of church groups." 


4. Remind the local chairman that there may 
still be some goals to be accomplished be- 
tween now and the end of August as indicated 
in the local church handbook.

BAPTIST JUBILEE ADVANCE-SECOND YEAR 


The BJA-Second Year,which is almost upon us, 
we have been anticipating for some time. By 
the time you read this training conferences 
for Association Committees on BJA~-Second 
Year will have been set up in your area. 
This is such an important event that you 
will surely attend it if you are involved. 


The program of BJA-Second Year will revolve 
around these five emphases aimed at a "Re- 
newal of the Church: Imperative to Evange- 
lism. a 


1. A Call to Bible Study, Reading and Prayer 
in Home and Church. This emphasis Will oo 
clude an every family visitation in Septem- 
ber for the purpose of enlisting the church 
in certain Christian disciplines such as 
Bible reading and study, regular prayer and 
devotion, and faithful attendance at worship 
and Bible study groups. 


2. Study and Appraisal of Church Groups. In 
this emphasis members of a church groups 
will study a challenging book on the re- 
demptive purpose of the church and church 
groups. This study will be followed by an 
evaluation of its own group in the light of 
this purpose. Through this study and evalu- 
ation every Sunday church school class and 
group in the church should catch a new vision 
of its purpose and mission. 


3. Involvi Every Member of the Church in 
the Fellowshi ont Starting New Groups for 
Spiritual ct; Research has pointed out 
that Christian dedication and commitment is 
deepened and maintained through involving 
members in small church groups. The in- 
active church members are those unrelated to 
@ vital church group. Through this emphasis 
an attempt will be made to start such new 
groups as may be necessary in order to make 
Christian fellowship meaningful and helpful 
to the marginal church member. 


4. Training for Discipleship. It is a grow- 
ing conviction among American Baptists that 
every person uniting with the church, either 
by baptism or transfer of letter, should re- 
ceive six to eight weeks of special in- 
structions on Christian discipleship. A new 
series of Discipleship courses have been 
prepared for this emphasis. 


5. Schools of Evangelism and Simultaneous 
sure Effort. This is @n annual 
emphasis. Hach year six to eight weeks 
prior to Easter the church is summoned to 
study a book on some phase of our Christian 
faith in preparation for special evange- 
listic efforts. The book studied in 1961 
will be "The Reconciling Gospel" by Culbert 
Rutenber. 


THE EVALUATION-STANDARD OF ACHIEVEMENT 


This will, without question, be the largest 
year for the Standard of Achievement. Thus 
far 1257 Evaluation forms have been received 
and they are still coming in. This encourag- 
es us greatly. Improvement in the Sunday 
church school starts with an evaluation of 
its program. Any church that seriously 
studies the results of it's evaluation and 
takes measures to strengthen the weak spots 
can improve. 


One fact discovered in these Evaluation 
forms is the low standard of so many Sunday 
church schools, We are heartened that many 
churches have reached ten or more of the 
twelve standards. A still larger number 
reached eight and nine standards which is 
commendable. A large number, of the churches 
reporting, however, reached less than half 
of the goals in the Standard of Achievement. 


Because we received such a large number of 
Evaluation forms the processing of them has 
been slow. If your church has not heard 
from us please have patience. Belowis a 
list of churches whose Evaluation forms have 
thus far been processed and who have re- 
ceived Standard of Achievement recognition.

The Fellowship Builders project at Green 
_ Lake will be held June 18 - July 2. Sixteen 

young people (8 boys and 8 girls) between 
_the ages of 16 and 25 make up the group.

One hour will be 
given toa seminar session, in which the 
participants will have an opportunity to 
Study and discuss vital questions concerning 
youth.

WHY NOT TELL YOUR LAYMEN ABOUT CAMPING?

The camp and conference program is not a 
luxury. It is a must if the churches are to 
have the depth of spiritual life required to 
meet the needs of the world of tomorrow. Al- 
ready we are providing a camp or conference 
experience for one out of ten Baptists in 
some of our areas. If the camp and confer- 
ence program is a necessity for the full 
spiritual development of American Baptists, 
then what do we do to reach the maximum num- 
ber of Baptists with this experience? This 
is where the message is clearest for laymen.

First, a tremendously increased number of 
laymen will need to say "yes" to God and to 
the youth of their church, and give time and 
trained leadership to the camp program. Ev- 
ery church sending youth to camp should con- 
Sider it a responsibility to send at least 
one qualified adult with every seven youth. 


Second, laymen will need to evaluate the 
camps to which they send their children and 
ask the question, "Does this camp seek to 
contribute to the basic objective of my 
church, 'A new person in Christ Jesus'? Can 
I expect that my child will receive here an 
understanding of God and people which cannot 
be learned elsewhere?" 

Third, what is the state-wide program of 
camps and conferences for Baptists in your 
area? In most areas this is an exciting 
story and man-size things are being attempt- 
ed for God. Find out what is happening and 
put yourself in the picture. A new strategy 
is developing which recognizes the place of 
the camp in the program of each local church 
and you will need to know what planning has 
gone on to provide an adequate camp facility 
for your area. Architects, con tractors, 
workmen, specialists of all kinds will be 
required, Work crews from many churches can 
help. In short, Ikmow the story and take 
steps to make the resources of your church 
available to help in this important work, 


Fourth, camping costs money but the return 
on the investment is as high as on anything 
done by the church. Make certain that you 
and your church have made an adequate in- 
vestment in this phase of the program of 
your church. 


Finally, try camping yourself and encourage 
your family to camp with you. You will find 
@ new sense of oneness within your family. 
Be sure to recognize the place of God in 
this experience. Try to create "a Christian 
community" sense within your family. Be 
sure to give your children their rightful 
place in such @ community. Do not spend so 
much money on gadgets that you spend all 
your time manipulating them. Make things as 
simple as possible and out of the experience 
of Christian living with your family and out 
of the increased sense of the presence of 
God you and your family will find a new di- 
mension to life. Here will be combined, in 
an unforgettable experience, people and na- 
ture beauty, love and purposeful fellowship. 
Put your family on the way to an increased 
understanding of the wonderful fellowship of 
the Christian home.

To date, over 500 evaluations 
have been received. Ninety-nine per 
cent of those completing the evalua- 
tion found the school helpful and 
indicated their support of such a 
school another year. We believe 
that this was one of the most signi- 
ficant things that our Association 
Christian Education Committees have 
done.
